Writings of Archbiſhop Tillotſon, than thoſe could 
bear to read the Books of curious Arts, who 2 
and burnt them when converted by the Apoſtles.

only flock: the more.--- The Power of GOD is 
more viſible than eyet in our 4ſemblies, and more 
and more are convinced that I preach the Doctrine of 
FJeſus Chriſt. The bigotted Self-roghteous Quakers 
now alſo begin to ſpit out a little of the Venom 
of the Serpent. They cannot bear the Doctrine 

* af Original Sin, and of an Epe Righteouſneſs, 
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is the Cauſe of our Acceptance with Gov, -- One 
of their Head Teachers calls Original Sin, Original 
Nonſenſe; and ſeveral have been to me under 
Apprebenſions of being ihr out of their. Syna- 
gogues for owening and contefling the Truths 1 
preach . have not yet met with much Oppoſi- 
tion from the Diſſenters: But when I come to 
tell many of them, Miniſters, as well as People, 
that they hoi the Truth lin Unrighteouſuefs”; that 
they talk and preach of .Fuſtifying Faith, but ne- 
ver truly felt it in their Hearts, as I'am perſuaded 
Numbers of them have not, then they, no doubt, 
will vt out their Arrows, even bitter Words. -—= 
But I am not to have Reſpe& to Perſons. or Par- 
ties. I would preach the Truth as it is in Feſus, 
and as I love all that love Him, fo I muſt reprove 
all that do not walk worthy f the holy Vacation 
wwherewith they are called. Gop has now: brought 
me to New-Brunfwick,' where I am bleſſed with 
the Converſation of Mr. Gilbert Tennant, men- 
tioned in my laſt Journal. Indeed he is a good 
Soldier ofr Feſus Chriſt; and'Gop is pleaſed in a won- 
derful Manner to own both him and his Brethren. 
The Congregations where they have preached 
have been ſurprizingly convicted and melted down ; 
they are ynwearied in doing good, and go out, as I 
do; into the Highiuays and Hedges to compel poor 
Sirmers to come in. Yeſterday alſo J have heard 
of to Miniſters in. Long-Iland near New-York, 
who have had large Communications from Gop, 
and have been inſtrumental in bringing many Souls
